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Two hour parking enforced

Starting Sept. 6. anyone 
who parks downtown, in a 
designated 2 hour spot for 
an extended period of time, 
is at risk to receive a $40 
ticket. 

Two hour parking has 
been enforced on a com¬ 
plaint basis only, but after 
the Town completed their 
parking study, they discov¬ 
ered that business owners 
preferred to have it en¬ 
forced all times, between 
Monday and Friday from 8 
a.m. till 6 p.m. “I will be 
spending the better part of 
my days chalking tires,” 
said Community Cst. Greg 
Hnatiuk. “I will go around

and chalk the tires, then go 
back around and check 
them. If a car is still there, 
they will be given a $40 
ticket. I will then re-chalk 
the tire, and if they are still 
there two hours later, they 
will get another $40 ticket.” 
The goal in enforcing the two 
hour parking is to keep the 
business people off the 
streets, and leave the park¬ 
ing spots for customers. 

“1 will not be able to tell 
business people from custom¬ 
ers, so anyone parked longer 
than two hours may get a 
ticket,” said Hnatiuk. “I 
think in a couple of weeks 
people will get used to the 
new system, and they will 
just stop parking there.” 


Hnatiuk expects to be 
working on this at least 
three hours a day. 

“Other things will get put 
on the back burner," said 
Hnatiuk. New signs will be 
posted, so people will be 
clear on where the two hour 
parking is. The money paid 
for the tickets will go to the 
Town. If the ticket is paid 
within three working days, 
it will be reduced by $io, 
like any bylaw ticket. Peo¬ 
ple have 10 days to pay, or 
they will be sent a letter in 
the mail, and if they still do 
not pay a provincial ticket 
will he issued, and they will 
be unable to renew their 
driver’s license until they do 
pay it.

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CHR reports first 
probable case of 
West Nile virus

The Caigarv Health Region 
(CHR) is reporting its first 
probable case of West Nile vi¬ 
rus. The patient is a 68-year- 
old male who is believed to have 
contacted the virus while on a 
camping trip. 

“He was admitted to hospi¬ 
tal on August 13. He had a high 
fever, increasing lethargy and 
confusion following several 
days of fatigue,” said Dr. Judy 
Macdonald, deputy medical of¬ 
ficer of Health, CHR. “The pa¬ 
tient had been on a recent 
camping trip in southern Sas¬ 
katchewan and central Alberta 
before returning home to 
Calgary in early August. 
Though he had been using a 
mosquito repellent with DEET, 
he reported there were many 
mosquitoes in several camping 
locations. His symptoms and 
initial lab result are highly sug¬ 
gestive of West Nile Neurologi¬ 
cal Syndrome, the more severe 
form of West Nile virus infec¬ 
tion.” 

Additional laboratory tests 
are required to confirm the di¬ 
agnosis, but this is believed to 
be the second case of a West Nile 
virus infection reported in the 
province this year. Earlier, the 
Palliser Health Region reported 
that an adult woman had be¬ 
come the province’s first case. 

Last year, Alberta had one 
case of West Nile virus infec¬ 
tion in an individual who ap¬ 
parently became infected in Ari¬ 
zona. However, in 2003 there 
were 275 cases of West Nile vi¬ 
rus infection in Alberta, and 
more than 40 were considered 
serious. Most people who con¬ 
tract West Nile virus show no 


MVC former

Mountain View County’s 
former Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer (CAO) Harold Johnsrude had 
seven days to appear before the 
council that relieved him of his 
duties, and he chose not to. 

After a decision by council with 
a vote of 4-3, Johnsrude was 
served his walking papers. How¬ 
ever, prior to sitting down to ne¬ 
gotiate a settlement the former 
CAO had the right to have a hear¬ 
ing with council. 

“Harold (Johnsrude) has been 
given a letter of intent to termi¬ 
nate. The actual termination has 
not been completed. He has an 
opportunity within the next seven 
days to have a hearing with coun¬ 
cil, if he chooses so. It’s an offer 
to him. If he does not accept that, 
then it’s time to sit down and dis¬ 
cuss severance with him,” ex¬ 
plained the County’s Reeve A1 
Kemmere, last week after 
Johnsrude was dismissed. 

Kemmere says that in the near 
future he will sit down with 
Johnsrude and come to an agree- 


symptoms at all. About 20 per 
cent of cases suffer flu-like 
symptoms including fever, se¬ 
vere headache, chills and body 
aches. In less than one per cent 
of cases, severe illness occurs 
with rapid onset of high fever, 
severe headaches, nausea, vom¬ 
iting, confusion, weakness, 
and paralysis. Persons over 50 
years of age and those with 
weakened immune systems are 
at greater risk for severe ill¬ 
ness. Personal protection 
against mosquito bites, espe¬ 
cially covering up and wearing 
mosquito repellents, is the most 
important way of reducing the 
risk of infection with West Nile 
virus. 

Since Mountain View 
County, including the Town of 
Didsbury, is considered to be in 
low risk areas, the Province has 
cut funding to the local munici¬ 
palities so there are no anti- 
West Nile virus programs cur¬ 
rently operating. 

“The Province changed their 
funding boundaries and we 
didn’t qualify for grants this 
year,” said Mountain View 
County’s Agriculture Fieldman 
Jeff Holmes. “We respond to 
ratepayers concerns one on 
one, but we don’t have a pro¬ 
gram.” 

Holmes says that they have 
only been called out a few 
times, and the majority of the 
calls came around the time of 
the flood when there was a large 
abundance of water in the re¬ 
gion. 

“I have had a handful of 
phone calls, but they all were 
around the flood - early July, 
late June, where there was 
more standing water,” he 
added.

ment with him, and a check will 
be written to pay the former em¬ 
ployee out, and the County will 
then focus on finding a new CAO. 

“We have to come to some sort 
of agreement of severance in the 
near future," Kemmere added. 

No figures are being speculated 
at this time, Kemmere says - how¬ 
ever, Johnsrude was making over 
$100,000 per year and was an 
employee of Mountain View 
County for 27 years. 

Another item which is on the 
County’s agenda is to find a new 
councillor for Division 2 after 
councillor for that area Charlie 
Van Arnam resigned, after disa¬ 
greeing with the direction the 
county was heading. 

The date for a by-election is 
expected to be set this Wednesday 
during council’s regular meeting 
which begins at 10 a.m. at the 
County’s administration building. 

Council also met this 
past Monday, August 21 to 
sit down and start going 
over the recommendations 
from George Cuff’s Corpo¬ 
rate Review.

Town increases garbage 
rates in effort to 
recover costs 

Residents of Didsbury 
will be seeing a slightly 
higher utility bill when 
they open their mailboxes 
this September. 

At their July 12, 2005 
Regular Council meeting, 
the Didsbury Town Coun¬ 
cil unanimously voted to 
increase garbage rates for 
all Town of Didsbury resi¬ 
dents. Previously, resi¬ 
dents have been paying 
$11.25/ month for garbage 
collection. This increase 
will now see residents pay¬ 
ing $14.25/ month, effec¬ 
tive September 1, 2005. 

The reason for the in¬ 
crease is that the Town of 


Didsbury, whenever possi¬ 
ble, attempts to cover the 
costs of utility operations. 
In the case of garbage col¬ 
lection, the Town reported a 
deficit of $80,285.14 for 
2004 solid waste manage¬ 
ment. 

Council reviewed the 
rates of surrounding com¬ 
munities, and fellow mem¬ 
bers of the Mountain View 
Regional Waste Management 
Commission (MVRWMC), 
and found that it was evi¬ 
dent that the majority of 
such communities had 
higher garbage collection 
fees than those being 
charged by the Town of 


Didsbury. The following 
is a list of rates being cur¬ 
rently charged by other mu¬ 
nicipalities within Mountain 
View County: 

Carstairs $11.00 (under 
review) 

Cremona $20.00 
Didsbury $11.25 
MV County $15.50 
(for pickup in Rosebud and

Government works with

The fact is, many of the 
things that affect a person’s 
day-to-day quality of life are 
handled at a municipal or com¬ 
munity level; safe, clean, roads 
that get you where you need 
to go, an ample supply of good 
drinking water, parks and rec¬ 
reational facilities. 

No single level of govern¬ 
ment can provide all of these 
things, but it is possible to 
achieve them by working to¬ 
gether. The Government of Al¬ 
berta is committed to working 
with municipalities to help en¬ 
hance Albertan’s quality of life.

A part of Didsbury’s his¬ 
tory that still remains and 
stands proudly on Main St. 
for people to enjoy is the 
Didsbury Train Station 
(Eldon Foote Hall). 

Soon the entire commu¬ 
nity will have the chance to 
participate in the enhance¬ 
ment of the building, which 
has become a trademark of 
the town. 

“We are working with 
Brian Wittel from Town 
council on this,” said 
Joanne Braun, Chamber of 


Commerce president, cur¬ 
rent occupants of the build¬ 
ing. 

“Brian is working to un¬ 
derstand the regulations in 
the Eldon Foote Hall trust, 
to see what can and can not 
be done to the building.” 

A portion of the Eldon 
Foote trust is for the main¬ 
tenance and upkeep of the 
building. 

To access the money cer¬ 
tain regulations must be fol¬ 
lowed such as, the restora¬ 
tion must be a coordinated 
effort between the Town, the 
Chamber, and the Guides, 


Cubs and Scouts, who use 
the space for their meetings. 

“The biggest struggle is 
getting all these organiza¬ 
tions together,” said Wittal. 

“Everyone is very en¬ 
thused and wants to get 
started, it will be a lot of fun. 
It will probably be a week 
long process.” 

Enhancement to the front 
of Eldon Foote Hall has al¬ 
ready started with the addi¬ 
tion of hanging baskets on 
the front. 

Plans also include re¬ 
painting the Station to its 
original colors, put an ease 


dropping around the roof for 
safety reasons, and some 
new signage. The parking lot 
around the building was just 
extended. 

“These little things make 
a big difference,” said Braun. 
“The Chamber would really 
like this building to be the 
focal point of downtown.” 

There were hopes of paint¬ 
ing the Hall prior to the Fair 
and Rodeo weekend, but all 
the required groups were 
unable to find a time they 
could all be together. 

The goal is now to have it 
done for the Centennial cel¬ 


ebrations. 

“The Trust is very spe¬ 
cific,” said Braun. “But we 
are very ready to work 
within it.” 

Everyone in the commu¬ 
nity is welcome and encour¬ 
aged to be involved in the 
enhancement, by either 
painting, scraping, or do¬ 
nating equipment such as a 
pressure washer. 

“We want the community 
to celebrate this with us,” 
said Braun. 

“It is an incredible build¬ 
ing and we want to embrace 
what is here.”

We have a family reunion this weekend, it’s for the 
Johnstons, which is my side of the family. We have had many 
family gatherings for the descendants of our parents, Glen 
and Martha, but this gathering includes Johnstons descended 
from Dad’s parents William and Ruby Anne so it’s a bigger 
event and if absolutely everyone attended there could be al¬ 
most 150 people. 

William Leath and Ruby Anne Johnston came to Alberta 
in 1900. They were both born in Ontario as were their par¬ 
ents, grandfathers, and gr.grandfathers. Bills Gr. Gr. Grand¬ 
father had come from Scotland to New York in 1769 and 
then during the American Revolution they came to Ontario 
as United Empire Loyalists. This means that six of the ba¬ 
bies that we get to snuggle this weekend are tenth genera¬ 
tion Canadians and sixth generation Albertans. We will be 
celebrating Alberta’s Centennial at the party and the 103 
anniversary of my Dad, (Glen’s) birthday on August 22 2002. 

My eldest sister Marjie is honorary chair of the event and 
she has not taken her responsibility lightly. In the last six 
months her phone has rarely left her hand and in the last 
two weeks her oven has never really cooled down. “Muf¬ 
fins,” she says, “we are going to need a lot of muffins, for 
Friday night and for breakfast on Saturday and Sunday I 
have 100 baked now but you better make at least two dozen 
and ask Donna if she can make some as well.” I hate making 
muffins, I hate washing muffin tins, but 1 know when I am 
outranked and 1 have made the darn muffins. “1 have three 
angel foods made,” she announces, “Marion and Fran are 
each making me one and I have three chiffon cakes ordered, 
do you think I should get 4 or 5 gallons of ice cream and how 
many strawberries?” “Marjie,” I tell her, “other people will 
be bringing desserts too, don’t you think you are going a 
little overboard?” “Well we don’t want to run out,” she says 
dismissivly, and I can only hope that we have a good crowd 
that loves angel food and strawberries. 

My assignment is the program at dinner and unlike Marjie 
who prepares ahead of time I have left my job to the last 
possible moment and am frantically emailing people on the 
eve of the event. “Dale will you do the thank yous and Jack 
will you read the list of names for the memorial.” And that 
brings us to another set of problems. When you are remem¬ 
bering beloved parents and siblings do you also remember 
Aunt Mina’s first and second husbands whom we never met?

Protect yourself against 
West Nile Virus 


The Government of Alberta 
launched a public awareness 
campaign to highlight the sim¬ 
ple protective measures 
Albertans should take to reduce 
their risk of contracting West 
Nile virus (WNv). The cam¬ 
paign primarily targets active 
adults because research indi¬ 
cates these individuals are 
more at risk due to their age 
and exposure from being out¬ 
doors. 

The first evidence of West 
Nile in Alberta this year, con¬ 
firmed in mosquitos found in a 
surveillance station in the 
Provost area, was announced 
on August 6, 2005. Albertans 
should now assume the disease 
can be contracted anywhere in 
the province. The most effective 
means of reducing infection is 
to take simple personal precau¬ 
tions to reduce the risk of be¬ 
ing bitten by mosquitos by us¬ 
ing a mosquito repellent con¬ 
taining DEET. 

“The risk of WNv is diffi¬ 
cult to predict from year to year 
because it depends upon many 
factors, particularly weather 
conditions,” says Dr. Karen 
Grimsrud, Deputy Provincial 
Health Officer of Alberta 
Health and Wellness. “For this 
reason, it is important 


Albertans protect themselves 
this summer, whether in their 
backyard or as they travel 
throughout the province, 
Canada or the United States.” 

During 2004 there was only 
one case of WNv infection in 
Alberta related to travel outside 
of province, however, 275 
Albertans developed West Nile 
fever or the more serious West 
Nile neurological syndrome 
during 2003. Most were older 
adults. 

WNv is transmitted to hu¬ 
mans through the bite of an 
infected mosquito. Albertans 
can reduce their risk of infec¬ 
tion by avoiding contact with 
mosquitos by: 

• Using an insect repellent 
with DEET. When used as di¬ 
rected, DEET has an excellent 
safety record. 

• Choosing products with 
lemon eucalyptus oils as an al¬ 
ternative to DEET. These prod¬ 
ucts are effective for shorter 
periods of time. 

• Applying insect repellent 
sparingly to clothing and ex¬ 
posed skin. 

• Reading product labels 
carefully and always following 
instructions. 

Insect repellents containing 
higher concentrations of DEET 


last longer, but do not provide 
any better level of protection. 

• 30% DEET = 6 hours of 
protection 

• 15% DEET = 5 hours of 
protection 

• 10% DEET = 3 hours of 
protection 

• 5% DEET = 2 hours of 
protection 

“One of the simplest ways to 
protect yourself is to wear 
light-coloured, long-sleeved 
shirts and pants, and a hat,” 
added Dr. Grimsrud. “Also, con¬ 
sider staying indoors at dawn 
and dusk when mosquitos are 
most active.” 

Populations of mosquitos that 
transmit WNv to humans can be 
reduced by completing the follow¬ 
ing simple task: 

• get rid of standing water in 
your yard where mosquitos can 
lay their eggs 

• cover rain barrels with 
screens 

• clean out eavestroughs regu¬ 
larly to prevent clogs that trap 
water 

• ensure windows and door 
screens have no holes or openings

“Each church in the com¬ 
munity will have represen¬ 
tation at the Service,” said 
Nicole Aasen, organizer. 

“History, nature and mu¬ 
sic will all be incorporated 
into the Service.” 

The Service was sched¬ 
uled for earlier that day, but 
organizers did not want it to 
conflict with regular Sunday 


Services. 

“Is is interdenomina¬ 
tional, so we are hoping for 
a good turnout,” said Aasen. 

“Faith is a big part of the 
Didsbury character, this is 
a way to represent each 
church equally, while still 
celebrating the Centennial 
and sharing a time of fellow¬ 
ship and prayer.” 


People are urged to bring their 
lawn chairs or blankets for the 
Service. 

“Watch your mailboxes for the 
postcards we have just sent out,” 
said Aasen. 

“There is a schedule of the Cen¬ 
tennial events on them, and you 
can mail them to your family mem¬ 
bers to invite them to join the fes¬ 
tivities.”

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‘Water well hell’ put up for sale

Alberta Environment says that there is no contamination, and the owners say they are 
just giving up their battle - as they feel they will never win.

After spending the 
past eight years fight¬ 
ing with different envi¬ 
ronmental companies, 
oil and gas companies, 
and the Province - Rose 
Balcom and her family 
have decided to sell 
their property on 
Highway 2A, just 
south of Carstairs. 

Balcom says that de¬ 
spite still believing the 
ground has been con¬ 
taminated by some¬ 
thing, she can’t seem 
to get anywhere and 
they just want to get 
rid of the property and 
get on with life. 

“It’s like trying to 
fight city hall and just 
the amount of money 
that we have spent on 
testing alone,” Balcom 
said. “We are just try¬ 
ing to sell it and get the 
hell out of it. We de¬ 
serve a life too.” 

Balcom and her fam¬ 
ily first bought the 
property in 1997 - but 
later moved into two 
rental properties in 
Didsbury a couple 
years later (where they 
have remained), after 
finding the well water 
was unsafe to drink. 

The property which 
over the years has been 
dubbed, ‘Water well 
hell,’ earned its name 
after those words were 
painted on one of the 
buildings for passer¬ 
by s to read. 

Balcom painted 
those words on a build¬ 
ing on the property af¬ 
ter she sent out invita¬ 


tions for Provincial 
politicians to show up. 
The message was 
painted there in hopes 
that they would get her 
message through their 
heads. 

The politicians 
never showed, but the 
words have remained 
until just recently 
when they were 
painted over - in an ef¬ 
fort to help sell the 
property. 

In February, 2004 
this newspaper ran a 
story on Balcom’s 
property where the 
Calgary Health Region 
is quoted as confirm¬ 
ing that the well-water 
on the property was 
unsafe to drink. 

Over the years 
Balcom has had the 
well water tested nu¬ 
merous times, and al¬ 
though the uranium 
levels in the water are 
not breaking Canadian 
Drinking Water stand¬ 
ards - by drinking the 
water they would be 
taking a huge health 
risk, Calgary Health 
Region officials said in 
the past. 

The last test per¬ 
formed indicated the 
well had 25.41 ppb 
(parts per billion) of 
uranium in the water. 

Canadian Drinking 
Water standards say 
that acceptable levels 
can go as high as 100 
ppb. 

“There is a move to 
take that down to just 
10 ppb though,” said 
Doug Fraser, of the 
CHR. 


Fraser in February 
of 2004 said: “For quite 
some time that well has 
been contaminated. 
This is a private well. 
The well is contami¬ 
nated and we have ad¬ 
vised her not to con¬ 
sume the water.” 

Over the years 
Balcom has suspected 
that the contamination 
has come from area oil 
and gas operations but 
has never been able to 
prove this, hence 
where a lot of her frus¬ 
tration is coming from. 

However, over the 
years Alberta Environ¬ 
ment say that they have 
found new information 
that shows that the 
well is not contami¬ 
nated and that the gov¬ 
ernment is not sup¬ 
porting Balcom’s alle¬ 
gations. 

“We wrote a letter to 
Rose quite a while ago 
saying we have con¬ 
ducted our investiga¬ 
tion and that we have 
found no contamina¬ 
tion,” said Kevin 
Pliger, a Calgary-based 
Investigator for Al¬ 
berta Environment. 
“We have no evidence 
to show that her 
ground water or her 
property is contami¬ 
nated. We just strictly, 
have no evidence.” 

Pliger says that Al¬ 
berta Environment’s 
decision that there is 
no contamination to 
help hack Balcom’s al¬ 
legations didn’t just 
get pulled out of a hat. 
Over the years they 
have done testing, 


which have all come 
back to the same an¬ 
swer: No contamina¬ 
tion. 


“We have tested ex¬ 
tensively, over numer¬ 
ous years,” Pliger 
added. “We have con¬ 


ducted extensive analy¬ 
sis of her ground wa¬ 
ter. We’ve reviewed the 
drilling reports of the 
wells that have been 
drilled in the area that 
her property is located. 
We have looked at past 
remediation activities 
on neighbouring leases 
within a quarter or her 
property. And, at this 
point we have found no 
evidence to support her 
allegation.” 

As far as Balcom is 
concerned, she doesn’t 
believe Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment has done eve¬ 
rything in her interest 
- but is throwing her 
hands up in the air, and 
giving up her battle. 

“We were disap¬ 
pointed, very disap¬ 
pointed. Over and over 
and over again (with 
Alberta Environ¬ 
ment),” she said. “It 
has been going on for 
so long. We just can’t 
do this anymore.” 

Balcom wouldn’t re¬ 
lease how much they 
are asking for their 
property but says that 
they are hoping to re¬ 
ceive enough that they 
will be able to pur¬ 
chase a new property 
and get on with life.

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QUESTION: Generally speaking, what kind of discipline 
do you use with a teenager who is habitually miserable to 
live with? 

DR. DOBSON: The general rule is to use action — not 
anger — to reach an understanding. Any time you can get 
teenagers to do what is necessary without becoming furious 
at them, you are ahead of the game. Let me provide a few 
examples of how this might be accomplished: 

(1) In Russia, I'm told that teenagers who are convicted 
of using drugs are denied driver's licenses for years. It is a 
very effective approach. 

(2) When my daughter was a teenager, she used to slip 
into my bathroom and steal my razor, my shaving cream, 
my toothpaste or my comb. Of course, she never brought 
them back. Then after she had gone to school, I would dis¬ 
cover the utensils missing. There I was with wet hair or 
"fuzzy" teeth, trying to locate the confiscated items in her 
bathroom. It was no big deal, but it was irritating. Can you 
identify? 

I asked Danae a dozen times not to do this, to no avail. 
Thus, the phantom struck without warning one cold morn¬ 
ing. I hid everything she needed to put on her "face," and 
then left for the office. My wife told me she had never heard 
such wails and moans as were uttered that day. Our daugh¬ 
ter plunged desperately through bathroom drawers looking 
for her toothbrush, comb and hair dryer. The problem never 
resurfaced. 

(3) A family living in a house with a small hot-water tank 
was continually frustrated by their teenager's endless show¬ 
ers. Screaming at him did no good. Once he was locked be¬ 
hind the bathroom door, he stayed in the steamy stall until 
the last drop of warm water had been drained. Solution? In 
midstream. Dad stopped the flow of hot water by turning a 
valve at the tank. Cold water suddenly poured from the noz¬ 
zle. Junior popped out of the shower in seconds. Henceforth, 
he tried to finish bathing before the faucet turned frigid. 

(4) A single mother couldn’t get her daughter out of bed 
in the morning until she announced a new policy: The hot 
water would be shut off promptly at 6:30 a.m. The girl could 
either get up on time or bathe in ice water. Another mother 
had trouble getting her 8-year-old out of bed each morning. 
She then began pouring bowls of frozen marbles under the 
covers with him each morning. They gravitated to wherever 
his body lay. The boy arose quite quickly. 

(5) Instead of standing in the parking lot and screaming 
at students who drive too fast, school officials put huge bumps 
in the road that jar the teeth of those who ignore them. It 
does the job quite nicely. 

(6) You as the parent have the car that a teenager needs, 
the money that he covets and the authority to grant or with¬ 
hold privileges. If push comes to shove, these chips can be 
exchanged for commitments to live responsibly, share the 
workload at home and stay off little brother's back. This 
bargaining process works for younger kids, too. I like the 
"one-to-one" trade-off for television viewing time. It permits 
a child to watch one minute of television for every minute 
spent reading. 

The possibilities are endless, and they don't depend on 
anger, threats and unpleasantness. 

QUESTION: Having a child diagnosed with attention 
deficit disorder (ADD) can paint a pretty bleak picture. Is 
there anything good you can tell us? 

DR. DOBSON: There are some advantages to having 
attention deficit disorder. In a sense, even the word "disor¬ 
der” is misleading because the syndrome has many positive 
features. As Time magazine reported, "(ADD adults) see 
themselves as creative; their impulsiveness can be viewed as 
spontaneity; hyperactivity gives them enormous energy and 
drive; even their distractibility has the virtue of making them 
alert to changes in the environment. Kids with ADD are 
wild, funny, effervescent. They have lots of life." Let's not 
forget, also, that ADD can be treated successfully in many
